Floyd Bennett Airport, New York, 
July 14 (AP)—Howard Hughes and 
his four fellow world circling flyers 
landed at 1:30 p. rn. (E.8.T.) today 
with a smashing around the world I 
record of less than four days. 
The big silver monoplane circled 
the field twice before coming down 
to an easy landing before a wildly 
cheering crowd. 
The total elapsed time around the ; 
globe was set unofficially at 91 hours, 
16 minutes or three days, 19 hours 
and 16 minutes. 
The multi-millionaire air speed- : 
ster slipped in from the west under a 
threatening overcast sky with 
a 
record that more than halved the 
♦even days 18 hours and 49 minutes 
record established by the late Wiley j 
Post mark regarded as sensational at I 
that time. 
Hughes drove the ship at full 
speed in the last lap of the flight 
from Minneapolis to the Floyd Ben­ 
net airport whence he took off at 
6:20 p. rn. Sunday. 


New York, July 14 (AP)—Howard 
Hughes’ big 'round-the-world plane 
thundered eastward to New York 
and the end of his record-breaking 
flight at top speed today, eating up 
mile after mile as a good tail wind 
pushed the ship onward. 
At 10:28 a. rn. * E S T > a plane, 
believed to be Hughes’ Lockheed 
14, carrying the multi-millionaire 
i sportsman and his four weary but 
happy companions, was sighted, a 
- swift bird against broken clouds, 
roaring past Two Rivers, Wisconsin, 
approximately 740 miles west of 
Floyd 
Bennett 
Field. 
About 
30 
j minutes later it was sighted at Lud­ 
ington, 
Michigan, 
approximately 
660 miles from New York. 
They had left Minneapolis, where 
a 33-minute stop was made for re­ 
fueling, an hour and 17 minutes 
earlier, and in that time had covered 
about 300 miles. 
The Minneapolis halt was unex­ 
pected. For 12 hours and one minute 
after leaving Fairbanks. Alaska, at 
8 36 p. rn . E.S.T. Wednesday night 
the big ship, its radio silent for six 
and a half hours, had roared down 
across the treacherous canyons of 
the Yukon, the high barrens of Brit­ 
ish Columbia, the windy Canadian 
rockies, its occupants Jubilant as 
their swift voyage, apparently des­ 
tined to clip a full four days off 
the record set by the late Wiley Past 
in 1933, neared its end. 
Post’s time was seven days, 18 
hours, 49 minutes. Hughes and his 
companions left New York four days 
ago- at 6:20 p. rn. E ST . Sunday. 
Re-Fuel at Minneapolis 
The Minneapolis airport was the 
first American soil the fliers had 
touched, Alaska excepted, since leav­ 
ing here last Sunday at 6:20 p.m. 
Their elapsed flying time at the mo­ 
ment of landing was 66 hours and 49 
minutes. 
Hughes and his companions smiled 
and waved at the Minneapolis crowd 
that gathered quickly at the airfield. 
Hughes took off his hat and waved 
it at the throng. 
He ordered re-fueling to start at 
once, and the Job was completed in 
fast time. 
Their landing at Minneapolis was 
made more than six and a half hours 
after they had last been heard from 
by radio, somewhere less than a 
thousand miles out of Fairbanks 
when they were flying over the deso­ 
late 
country 
near 
Fort 
Nelson, 
British Columbia. 
In an interview over a broadcast­ 
ing system while the ship was taking 
fuel aboard, Ed Lund, co-pilot and 
flight engineer, said the ship had 
lost its antenna over the mountains 
and made radio communication im­ 
possible. 
That accounted for the 
long silence. 
"And w’e were pretty tired, too,” 
he said. 
A barrel and a half of oil w*as 
drained from the right motor and 
replaced with fresh oil, and 750 
gallons of gasoline was dumped hur­ 
riedly into the tanks. 
A regularly 
scheduled transport plane's takeoff 
was delayed to give the Hughes plane 
the right of the runway. 
Lund, weary from his long vigil 
at the controls, said they had flown 
above clouds from Fairbanks to past 
Edmonton. Alberta, and decided not 
* to stop there because of weather 
conditions. 
“Besides we were well over 14,000 
feet and hated to lose the time it 
would take to come down," he said.

mast points they are not present in 
great numbers. 
How to Destroy Grubs 
Together with his explanation of 
spray methods for controling the 
beetles, Hartman issued today time­ 
ly information on methods of de­ 
stroying the grubs, which next year 
would be adult beetles. The poison 
applications for grubs should be ap­ 
plied by August I, he stated. 
Speaking first of the methods of 
ridding the town of the adult beet­ 
les, the county agent said: “Where 
time permits, the most satisfactory 
way of getting rid of the beetles is 
by hand picking in yards or gardens. 
The best time of day is at dawn or 
early morning when the beetles feed 
in more exposed places, instead of 
the well-concealed spots used later 
rn the day. Although hosts of plants 
are fed upon by the pests, all kinds 
of roses, grape vines and blooming 
plants appear to be regarded as 
the choicest food by the beetles, 
“Where there is a question of 
identifying the insect to make sure 
it is the costly Japanese beetle, 
specimens may be brought to my 
office in the court house,” Hartman 
stated. 
Turning then to spraying and 
other control programs, Hartman 
continued; 
“Besides hand picking shrubs and 
flowers for the beetles, a supple­

$202,380 would be made available im­ 
mediately with the comment: 
“That means we can immediately 
go ahead with purchase of the land 
and other preliminaries.”

The President revised his Janu­ 
ary' budget estimates for the fiscal 
year which began July I in order 
to account for the emergency relief 
and public works programs. He cal­ 
culated the treasury would collect 
only $5 for every $9 it spent, piling 
up a deficit of about $4,000,000,000. 
For relief alone, he said, $2,135,- 
000,000 would be needed—enough to 
support 3,000.000 persons on W.P.A.
